In Cook county, most school 
districts are unable to meet 
school needs. 
There will continue to be double 
sessions in many schools, 
with 
even larger classroom enrollments. 
Arlington Heights high school has 
been forced to approve double ses 
sions for next fall. 
In the elementary schools. Mount 
Prospect and Palatine face an even 
greater crisis than hard-pressed 
Arlington gram m ar schools. 
Already 28 school districts have 
reached the limit of their educa­ 
tional tax levying power, and 45 
elementary districts which include 
the 28 already at the maximum, 
are now levying ar. educational 
rate of $ 1 or more per $ 1 0 0 of as­ 
sessed valuation. 
Forty-five 
elementary 
districts 
out of 132 now existing in suburb­ 
an Cook county are without further 
bonding 
power 
for 
desperately 
needed buildings. 
Suburban elementary enrollment 
since 1950 alone has jumped more 
than 43 per cent. 
At present, tho state provides 
less than 16 per' cent ol the Illi­ 
nois common schools support. 


Yet Illinois is the nation’s sixth 
wealthiest state. 
One answer to the school crisis 
is state aid—and that means new 
sources of revenue for the ema­ 
ciated state treasury. 
Because school needs have be­ 
come monumental, 
county 
edu­ 
cators are confident Stratton will 
bow to increased pressure from 
the press and public to increase 
the sales tax. 
Such an increase is needed to 
maintain present standards. 
In discussing suburban school 
needs with Paddock Publications 
'this week, First Assistant County 
Superintendent David J. Heffernan 
said country towns face three par­ 
ticularly serious problems. 
First, the Illinois School Prob­ 
lems 
commission 
recommended 
December 29 an increase in the 
“foundation program ” from $173 
to $181 and raising the “qualifying 
rate” from 40 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation to 49 cents, 
“This has confused most tax 
payers,” said Heffernan. 
This is how the program oper­ 
ates.

Although the state knows the 
average cost of adequately educat­ 
ing an elementary pupil in Cook 
county is

Board Considers 
Sewer Remedy 
A Must 


Since 
t h e 
announcement 
Last week of a proposed water 
softening plant for Arlington 
Heights, the village has re­ 
ceived various inquiries as to 
what consideration is being 
given at this time to improve 
the sewage facilities. 
The people inquiring were of the 
opinion a village water softening 
plant would be fine, but they would 
like to have dry basements first, 


.THE MATTER 
was 
discussed 
Tuesday night at an informal meet­ 
ing of the village board, following 
a boird of 
local 
improvements 
meeting. Trustees wished to have 
it pointed out that the village has 
not forgotten the floods of 
last 
spring and wheels are already in 
motion to correct the situation. 
Village engineers are malang a 
complete survey of the sewer sys­ 
tem in Arlington Heights and when 
it is completed they will make a 
recommendation to the board as to 
what is needed to correct it. 
At present the engineers have 
completed a field survey of Weller 
drainage creek, which carries off 
the treated sewage from Arlington 
Heights, from the outlet of the sew 
age treatm ent plant to Mount Pros 
pect road, southeast of the village 
of Mount Prospect. They have just 
received approval to survey the 
creek through Des Plaines to its 
outlet at the Des Plaines river. 
Facts obtained from this survey 
will more or less tell the story as 
to how much relief sewer work is 
necessary in the village. It is be­

THE TOTAL bond issue of $1,- 
250.000 for which approval is sought

A bond retirement schedule of 
only ten years instead of the more 
customary twenty years is planned 
in order to preserve bonding power 
for use in future building projects 
which will be necessary as the en­ 
rollment expands. 


This would result in an initial 
tax rate increase, based upon an 
assessed valuation of all property 
in the district of $90,000,000, of 17 
cents per $ 1 0 0 of assessed value.

THE EFFECT upon taxes of 
approval of new maximum rates 
of 96 cents per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation and 18% for the educational 
and building funds is difficult to 
predict. 
Increase

rates is necessary as enrollment 
expands with demands for more 
teachers, supplies, 
transportation 
facilities, 
building 
maintenance 
and the like. Actual rates within 
the maximums, however, are set 
annually depending upon the need 
and the assessed valuation of the 
district at the time. Even should 
the full tax rate maximums be re­ 
quired for both funds, the annual 
tax increase on an average home 
with an assessed valuation of $5.- 
000 would be $14.88. 


Support of all propositions, the 
tax rate maximum increases as 
well as the addition to the present 
building, has been pledged by the 
Citizens’ Lay Advisory Committee 
as essential to the continuation of 
the quality of education offered 
in this community in recent years.

Community Concert 
James De La Fuente, violinist, and Herbert Stessin, pianist, pre­ 
sented the third of the current concert series of community concerts 
last Sunday night in the Arlington Heights high school. It has never 
been the pleasure of this reviewer to attend such a concert outside the 
recital halls of music schools or conservatories. Really, the audience 
gets two recitals in one, as in this case both an accomplished violinist 
and an accomplished pianist presented equal parts of a most outstand­ 
ing program, with both joining in that joy to all music lovers, sonata 
playing for two instruments. 
The program was built of good, solid stuff, yet w-as played with 
a finish that held the interest of two servicemen who confessed a 
limited knowledge of instrumental music, who readily admitted 
they could have “gone on ail night” with that kind of entertainment. 
The program was off to the races with Tartini’s G minor sonata 
for both instruments, an opening number of brilliance and large tech­ 
nical demand. 
If placed later in the program the intonation would 
probably have been truer and the technic more precise. However, 
by the time the Brahms Sonata was presented, we heard a most fin­ 
ished performance, a warm tone in the Adagio, and a most profound 
treatment of the Presto movement. 
This was Brahms, rugged and 
virile, powerful and sonorous, especially in the low register of the ac­ 
companiment, which 'so characterises the great master’s writing not 
only for violin and piano, but throughout his Requiem and the great 
Elijah. Saint Saens was also represented in the sonata form, and re­ 
ceived a vigorous and yet most rhythmic treatment, requiring a most 
advanced technic on the part of both artists. 
Three sonatas on one program are a major effort for any pair 
of artists, and for any group of listeners, and it was an unusual 
accomplishment not often programmed on the present day concert 
stage. A varied group of violin solos completed Mr. De I .a Fuente’s 
part of the program; he is a musician that can play to an audience 
and keep his program moving, hold one’s interest, demonstrate his 
mastery of his instrument, and above all, make you listen and hold 
your attention. There is never a dull moment when he is on stage. 
Another score of years may bring a bit more maturity in depth 
of understanding, and possibly a less hurried bravura in style, 
which will still be all to the good. 
Mr. Stessin was a most exciting workman, clean in his technic, and 
with the ability to draw a good tone in his melodic line with a sympa­ 
thetic accompaniment, as evidenced especially with his playing of 
Chopin’s Berceuse. Phrasing suffered a bit in Scarlatti’s G major, but 
the D minor made up for it with its warmth and graciousness. The Liszt 
(Rhapsody No. II) brought forth the long awaited grand style—although 
there was still more music in that big Steinway than we were privileged 
to hear. I would have liked to hear one of the Chopin Scherzos, or an 
Impromptu, or better, three brilliant Waltzes. But that is for another 
day. 
A word on the audience — it was quieter than Orchestra hall on 
the night preceding — no rustling of programs, talking in more than 
audible whispers, and other discourtesies for which downtown con­ 
certgoers are becoming notorious. Perhaps we need Dr. Stock back 
again to give a lesson in good listening. Certainly the home town 
audience gave as respectful a hearing as any artist could wish for. 
And for this reviewer, you can bring these two (young artists back 
again, and again.

Here's Idea To Stop 
'Tracking In' Of Snow 


The nuisance of cleaning track- 
ed-in snow or mud from rugs and 
floors is a wintertime bugaboo for 
the housewife who hasn’t taken 
precautions to avoid it. 
The precautions should be more 
than simply placing a mat inside 
the door particularly the door of 
the back porch utility room or at­ 
tached garage where the young­ 
sters enter the house. 
In these places, it’s wise to put 
up a few handy plastic hooks on 
the wall near the back entrance of 
the house, whether it be in the util­ 
ity room or garage or on the porch.

Every school regardless of need 
receives $22 per pupil from the 
state. 
That meahs $151 per pupil has 
been available in state aid. 
In order to “qualify” for this 
aid, a school district must be levy­ 
ing a tax rate of more than 40 
cents per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion. 
Since it costs more than $173 
per pupil, suburban districts are 
levying tax rates greatly in excess 
of 40 cents. Arlington Heights, for 
example, spends $240 per pupil. 
This difference is made up in 
local taxes. The state, however, is 
not concerned 
with how 
much 
MORE than 40 cents the tax rate is. 
A typical community starts off 
by receiving a grant of $22 per 
pupil. This leaves a guaranteed 
rate per pupil of $151. When mul­ 
tiplied by a town’s pupils, this 
makes a total eligibility of $377,- 
573 for 2,500 pupils. 
Taxes (at 40 cents per assessed 
valuation) may produce $235,729. 
The difference of $141,844 is pro­ 
vided by the state. 
The 
Illinois 
School 
Problems 
commission recommended raising 
both the foundation rate and qual­ 
ifying rate. 
This would rob county schools of 
some $786,000 in state aid because 
a greater portion of the expense 
would have to come from local 
taxing bodies, already hard-pressed 
to maintain minimum standards. 
Heffernan said the commission 
has discarded these much-publiciz­ 
ed changes and will probably agree 
to a continuation of the present 
level of $173 and 40 cents. 
However, in order to meet fu­ 
ture needs, there must be an in­ 
crease in this aid, or the maxi­ 
mum tax rate of $1.12% for local 
districts must be increased. 
A second problem facing schools 
is the 18 month time lag in state 
aid payments. 
The 1954-55 claim for example 
was filed last June on the basis 
of average daily attendance in 
the preceding year with payments 
starting this month. 
That means aid is now 20 to 40 
per cent behind real enrollment 
needs in such growing suburbs as 
Arlington Heights, which actually 
receives only $122 of its $173 guar­ 
antee. 
** 
To remedy this, Heffernan rec­ 
ommends that schools make en­ 
rollment estimates in September 
and begin receiving 75 per cent of 
that aid until the end of the year, 
when the balance would be paid. 
This would remedy the lag and 
relieve the revenue shortage in 
mushrooming suburbs. 
A third problem concerns the 
local assessment rates. 
Assessor Keenan hinted recently 
he may reduce valuations on new 
homes in suburbs. 
Heffernan said this would seri­ 
ously curtail school revenue in 
residential areas many of which 
are almost entirely dependent upon

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Cream shortening and add flour 
mixture with one-fourth cup milk. I 
Beat two minutes. 
Add egg, vanilla and remaining 
one-fourth cup milk. Beat one min­ 
ute longer. 
Pour batter into an 8 by 8 inch 
greased tin. Bake in 375 degree 
oven for 20 minutes or until done. 
Let cake cool.

iNE CHANGE that may be made in next year’s Pad­ 
dock Publications bowling tournaments is elimination 
of handicap limits. 
At the suggestion of several members of 
lower average teams, tourney sponsors have polled bowling alley 
proprietors and the ABC submitting averages and scores of the 
past four tournaments. 
Eliminating the limit seemed to be unanimous. 
Such 
policy this year would have changed a couple of teams in 
the money, but Haseman Truckers would still have won. 


Actually, highest handicap on any team in this year’s tour­ 
nament would have been under 600. not too great an obstacle 
for the top average 850-900 teams. 
Twenty of the 42 teams in 
thri vrar’s men’s tournament received the limit on handicap, a 
health' percentage, in our opinion. 
But keeping bowlers happy has always been number 
one on the Paddock tournament parade, and if eliminating 
handicap limits will make more bowlers happy, we're all for 
it. 
W. R. Bremser, manager of tournament sanctions depart­ 
ment of the ABC, recommends “keep the handicap at a 70 per 
cent level, but take off the limit of 500 pins per team . . . you 
will not hurt am one, too badly by doing so, and you may sat­ 
isfy several of the teams who feel it is quite unfair.’' 
If limits 
are removed, that policy will be followed in both men’s and 
women’s tourneys. 
Another suggestion being considered is that of two Roselle 
leagues, bowling at Glen Elk n and Elgin, which feel because all 
bowlers live in Roselle, part of the immediate area served by 
Paddock Publications, they should be permitted to compete.

SIO and S20 Bills 


The U. S. Secret Service says 
that 22 varieties of counterfeit ten 
dollar bills and 19 varieties of 
phony 20 dollar bills are known to 
be cireulating m the Chicago area.

Anheier released a list of the ser­ 
ial numbers of the bogus bills. 
Anheier said the phonies are imi­ 
tations of federal reserve notes 
from all over the country. 
The most common types of coun­ 
terfeit IO dollar bills bear the em­ 
blem of the federal reserve dis­ 
tricts at Dallas and Chicago and 
the letters “K” and “G” in the 
federal reserve seal. 
By far the most common var­ 
iety of counterfeit 20-dollar bill 
in circulation here bears the em­ 
blem of the Chicago Federal Rej 
serve district and the letter ‘G. 
People who receive counterfeit 
bills are advised to call the police 
at once, to delay the passer with­ 
out arguing with him, and to write 
ins license number.

To my knowledge Rolling Meadows 
is the only subdivision in the coun­ 
ty Bet alone Palatine township) 
that has provided a school plant 
valued

000.00 without cost to a grade 
school district. 
Furthermore, the “aid” is recip­ 
rocal, for the subdivision of Roll­ 
ing Meadows added so much as­ 
sessed valuation to the grade school 
district that its bonding power, 
which has been practically ex­ 
hausted, has increased consider­ 
ably. Recently there was erected 
a badly needed grade school 
in 
Palatine. This grade school is en­ 
joyed today by the children of Pala­ 
tine residents and the taxes of Bol- 
ling Meadows taxpayers will help 
pay for it. This is but fair and just 
and never have I heard a resident 
of Rolling Meadows compam about 
having to pay his rightful share 
for such an improvement.

IN CONNECTION with the fire 
protection district and the Town­ 
ship and bridge tax, the same is 
true. 
The 
residents 
of 
Rolling 
Meadows are obliged to pay and 
are paying on the same basis as 
any other resident within those tax­ 
ing bodies. As a matter of fact 
the road and bridge tax levied can 
hardly be said to be benefiting 
Rolling Meadows as our roads are 
new and the taxes being collected 
on our homes for this purpose are 
being used everywhere within the 
township except Rolling Meadows. 
Again, however, it is submitted that 
no one in Rolling Meadows has op­ 
posed payment of this necessary 
tax even though we derive no pres­ 
ent direct benefit from it. The com­ 
munity of Rolling Meadows would 
have no tolerance for any who 
would attempt to avoid his fair 
share of community taxation. 
“Perturbed Palatine” writes and 
states that he or she hopes, in con­ 
nection with Rolling Meadows, that 
the situation will not come to 
“Brother, can you spare a dime. 
Many cannot or will not see that 
it is just such a deplorable con­ 
dition that we in Rolling Meadows 
are trying to forestall by early 
preventive action. The scourge of 
unincorporated areas is that while 
individual home owners may main­ 
tain their own properties, commun­ 
ity facilities, i.e. streets, sidewalks, 
sewers, etc. deteriorate, and com­ 
munity vitality decays and dies 
in direct proportion thereto. We 
would hope that our neighbors in 
Arlington Heights and 
Palatine 
would realize that our purpose in 
seeking local control is to main­ 
tain and better community facili­ 
ties.

THE INCLUSION of the 
race 
track and other desirable areas 
within the limits of the proposed 
city is conducive to this end. Some 
presently feel that our action in 
including these areas is antagonis­ 
tic to the best interests of the 
neighboring 
communities. 
W e 
would hope that reconsideration 
might lead to the conclusion that, 
over the years, enhanced property 
values resulting from the proper 
maintenance and betterment 
of 
community facilities best serves 
their interests as well as our own 
It is certainly a matter of con­ 
cern to all persons and all nearby 
communities that general proper­ 
ty values be maintained or in 
creased rather than diminished! 
Many years ago before their in­ 
corporation the areas that are now 
Arlington 
Heights 
and 
Palatine 
were faced with the same prob­ 
lems that face us. These they solv­ 
ed by the formation of local gov­ 
ernments which have added much 
to the attractiveness of suburban 
living. This, in turn, has caused 
many to forsake the large city in 
an effort to find a similar desir­ 
able environment for the raising 
of their families. Encourage us to 
do likewise in the solution of our 
problems and, upon our incorpora­ 
tion, look upon us not as rivals 
but as converts to your own way 
of life.

THE FACT that our petition for 
incorporation did not meet with 
100% approval is not surprising. 
There may be flaws in our gov- 
ernmantal system but surely not 
so great as to warrant accusing 
it of employing Hitler and Stalin 
tactics. A great many of our cities 
and villages in these United States 
have been 
incorporated despite 
fierce opposition of dissenters who 
fail to recognize that the demo­ 
cratic system does not guarantee 
satisfaction to everyone concern­ 
ed. 
We all agree that our neighbors 
in the outlying sections have good 
reason to resent being annexed 
to our city. But, it is quite ap­ 
parent that their efforts to • pre­ 
vent our incorporation bear the 
same stamp of selfishness 
they

Bermuda Autos 
The joys of motoring in Bermu­ 
da __ they are such as to move me 
to advise that you just leave it to 
the taxis. 
In fact, yo\ could not 
use your own, American car here, 
for it would be “oversize.” A car 
lere cannot be more than 160 inch­ 
es long and 64 inches wide, unless 
you are a governor or one of some 
other six dignitaries; 
and 
these 
little things are amazingly able to 
get by whatever it is they have to 
pass on the little lanes which they 
call streets here. 
In a taxi you and three of your 
friends may travel together, with 
what comfort you can imagine for 
a car of that small width. But the 
fact that cars are only 8-10 horse­ 
power should not deceive you, for 
their “horses” are different from 
ours and 8-10 in this case means 
50-60 in our language. 
If you go 
over 20 miles an hour—as much as 
30 miles let us say, you can be 
punished with loss of your license 
for 6 months; and if you are “un­ 
der the influence” woe betide you. 
From the careful attention the 
taxi and other owners seem to give 
their cars, we judge that the rule 
against buying a new car oftener 
than five years is strictly enforced, 
for the whole family—and for your 
friends, too, because only imme­ 
diate members of your family or 
full-time domestics can drive that 
family car.

OF COARSE, if you sell some­ 
body else your car, and your five 
year period is not up, that car has 
to leave the country, or else you 
must wait at least a year before 
going into the market for another. 
The gates are firmly closed against 
used cars from outside Bermuda, 
too.

Everybody is always happy when 
they are allowed to quit showing 
that big, red-letter “L” on the car, 
while they “learn.” 
Our waiter here has a 
motor­ 
cycle; but less “affluent” Negroes 
and whites only have “power-as­ 
sisted” or “auxiliary” cycles, that 
have a “one horse” motor which re­ 
quires you to help with your own 
pedalling on the hills.

o t h e r 
countries, 
the 
cyclist 
must obey all traffic signals and 
make signals like the autoist does. 
He has to have a flashlight on his 
handlebars and a tail light on his 
mudguard.

OCCASIONALLY he takes 
the 
precaution to lock his cycle at the 
curb in daytime, but he certainly 
better had at night. Tiny shelters, 
near the gate in the stone wall for 
each home, often are built-in cycle 
garages. 
A youngster under 16 cannot rent 
a powered cycle. You can take a 
member of your family or a friend 
on your cycle, for* of course there 
is always a seat behind the oper­ 
ator, also—like in Holland, Eng­ 
land and many other countries. 
Since motor-drive vehicles came 
to be allowed here in 1946, there 
are many fewer flies and less dust: 
for they could not pave the roads 
for a horse-drawn setup, because 
it made them too hard.

carriages that now meet the boat 
are picturesque, but often idle.

LAW on the FARM 
Division Fences 
One good reason for the division 
fence law is to eliminate 
what 
used to be called a "devil’s lane." 
This was a narrow strip of land, 
usually covered with weeds, be­ 
tween two fences put up by ad­ 
joining farmers. The division fence 
law provides for only one fence 
between farms, and each farmer 
must construct and maintain 
a 
"fair share" of the fence. 
The fair share of a division fence 
is generally half of its length, and 
by custom (not law) each farm­ 
er takes care of the half of his 
right as he faces 
his neighbor’s 
farm. This custom can be changed 
by mutual agreement, but it is 
not changed by selling a farm to 
another party. The incoming farm­ 
er is bound by the previous cus­ 
tom or agreement. 
A 
FREQUENT question 
is: 
“What kind of fence do I have fo 
build?" The answer is that it must 
be a legal fence, which is a fence 
4*6 feet high, sufficient to 
turn 
hogs, sheep, cattle or 
horses — 
depending on which animals are 
pastured on either side. That is, 
if your neighbor has hogs next to 
the division fence, he can force 
you to build a hog-tight fence on 
your part of the fence line—Even 
if you do not have any hogs on 


your side. 
But an adjoining owner cannot 
compel the other to use certain 
kinds of materials. The law states 
that any fence "in good repair, 
consisting of rails, timber boards, 
stone, hedge, barb wire, woven 
wire, or whatever the fence view­ 
ers consider equivalent thereto . . . 
is legal and sufficient." If the own­ 
ers cannot agree on the propor­ 
tion of fence that each should main­ 
tain, or on the kind of fence, the 
fence .viewers can be requested 
to make the decision. 
* * * 
IF ONE OWNER fails to con­ 
struct his part of a division fence, 
his neighbor can give 60 days* 
notice and then construct all of it, 
charging the objecting owner for 
his half. Similarly, when one own­ 
er lets his part of the fence fall 
into disrepair, his neighbor can 
make the repairs after giving the 
objecting owner IO days’ notice. 
In most Cases it is advisable to 
ask the fence viewers for a de­ 
termination before giving notice 
and constructing or repairing a 
neighbor’s part of the fence. This 
will assist the farmer in collecting 
for the cost of fencing and labor. 
Even better advice is to main­ 
tain friendly relations with your 
neighbor on division fence prob­ 
lems.

And they are all the 
more regrettable because they so 
easily could be prevented. 
E. F. Schoppe suggested "Why 
not, before you do any improving 
or repairing around your farm this 
winter, take a few days to get 
rid of your fire hazards?" 
1. First of all, check all of 
your electrical facilities. 
More 
fire losses result from faulty wir­ 
ing, power tools, and appliances 
then from any other cause. 
2. Next, check all your Heating 
and cooking equipment—second 
biggest cause of fire losses. Re­ 
place or repair whatever looks 
defective in any way. 
3. Then clear all rubbish out 
of sheds, barns, basements, at­ 
tics. Fifty thousand fires get 
started every year in American 
rubbish heaps. 
4. 
Check 
your 
lightning 
rods 
and television antenna for any 
line or junction breaks, and make 
sure the systems are properly 
grounded. Fires started by light­ 
ning burn up more than 33 mil­ 
lion dollars every year. 
5. Defective 
or 
overheated 
chimneys and flues are almost 
as bad. Get them back in good 
shape. 
Busse said there are other fire 
hazards, but these are the worst. 
So concentrate on them. Clip this 
list, which lists the hazards in or­ 
der of their importance, and eli­ 
minate the first hazards first. 
Then do two more things: 
Get your fire fighting equipment 
in good shape, just in case you do 
have a fire. Have fire extinguish­ 
ers handy in strategic places, and 
be sure they still work. And con­ 
nect fire hose fittings to 
your 
water supply. 
As an added precaution, Busse 
suggested that property owners 
make sure they have enough fire 
insurance to cover any possible 
losses.

One hundred eighty-one patients 
from Arlington Heights were ad­ 
mitted to Evanston hospital last 
year and citizens of this commun­ 
ity of all ages made 79 visits to 
the outpatient clinics.

Pre-Spring Trim 
Averts Drain Of 
Tree Reserves 


Anytime is a good time for trim ­ 
ming trees, but dormant pruning 
has certain advantages. 
That’s because such trimming 
helps not only the tree, 
but 
the 
surrounding landscape and 
lawn, 
as well. 
Trimming now doesn’t 
mess up flower beds, 
shrubs 
or 
lawn as it is likely to do in the 
late spring or summer. 
And the 
tree man has more time to devote 
to this chore than during the hectic 
growing season. 
The initial flurry of spring growth 
largely i- in ratio to the stored re­ 
serves of sugars and starches in all 
woody portions, points out H. E. 
Rioo", field rep esentative of the 
Davey Tree Expert Co. Biggest 
food reservoirs are the trunks and 
larger branches. Removal of small­ 
er inside branches at 
this 
time 
helps trees unfold their foliage in 
fuller glory later. Inside twigs and 
glory 
later. 
Instide 
twigs 
and 
branches are not in a position to 
receive their full share of sunlight. 
Because of this, they produce and 
store a minimum of food. 
Such 
unneeded inside 
woody 
growth, 
eliminated now, will not demand a 
share of next growing season’s food 
reserves., 
Some people are reluctant to au­ 
thorize dormant pruning since they 
feel the “ bleeding”of maples, box 
elders and birches is detrimental. 
Fortunately, this type of bleeding 
is more unsightly than harmful, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Rioux, who calls at­ 


tention to the healthy and vigorous 
sugar maples that have been heav­ 
ily tapped for sap each year for 
generations. 
Interior twig and branch pruning 
reduces w ild resistance and dam­ 
age by summer storms. It allows 
sunlight to filter through to aid 
lawns.

Once more the mailman has a 
chance to improve his living con­ 
ditions through increased salary 
benefits; and once more the chance 
is largely dependent on the whims 
and caprice of Congress and the 
post office department. Unlike any 
other large body of skilled labor­ 
ers, post office employees do not 
have full union recognition. 
We have to depend on the will 
of the American people and the 
men we send to office in Washing­ 
ton, for our livlihood. The letter 
carrier has no right to enforce his 
demands by striking. Communica­ 
tion workers in other fields of 
equal importance to the national 
welfare do have that right, and are 
walling to exercise it unless their 
demands are met.

LETTER CARRIERS and clerks, 
especially those in the starting 
brackets, definitely do not receive 
a wage large 
enough to permit 
them to live up to the American 
standard of living. Evidence of 
this is reflected in the fact that a 
large proportion of the carrier s 
wives have to do some kind of 
work outside their homes in or­ 
der to make enough money for the 
necessities of life. Medical and 
dental attention is often neglected 
because of inability to meet the 
bifls for such services. 
A situation where men have to 
work 25 years before reaching top 
salary in the service is definitely 
unfair and inexcusable. Men who 
are capable and are doing work 
equal to those in the top brackets 
are unfairly paid a wage as much 
as $1,000.00 per year less than men 
with more service, due to the fact 
that there are ten salary grades 
with increased pay based solely on 
length of service, rather than on 
the ability and efficiency of the 
employee.

Here and there, individual per­ 
sons begin to wonder, “Is there not 
some way in which parents may be 
put in the position of paying their 
fair share of their children’s edu­ 
cation?”

Who benefits by uni­ 
versal public education is the cru­ 
cial question in the school code. 
It might seem that schools are 
operated for the benefit of parents 
or children who are going to grow 
up. If that be the case, it is only 
right that the individual family 
should maintain its fair share of 
education.

came into being because the found­ 
ing fathers saw that education was 
a necessity if this sort of country 
were to survive and grow.

As the structure (rf finances be­ 
came more complicated, this point 
of view led to the development of 
state aid to schools.
